INTRODUCTORY 


REALIZING  there  was  no  reliable  enlistment 
of  Our  Folks,  except  a  few  Bible  records  of  indi¬ 
vidual  families,  and  not  connected  so  that  the 
whole  might  be  assembled,  I  have  attempted  to 
write  what  I  believe  is  a  correct,  statement  of 
who  we  are,  and  as  far  as  I  can  gather,  where 
we  came  from.  In  doing  so,  to  excuse  poor 
arrangement,  I  plead  inexperience  as  a  writer, 
and  ask  also  that  I  be  not  too  much  criticized 
if  my  statements  are  at  variance  with  those  of 
others  who  may  be  nearer  the  truth.  I  have 
seen  records;  compared  statements  with  as 
many  as  could  tell  me  anything;  remembered 
what  was  told  me  when  a  boy,  and  have  core¬ 
lated  all  this  to  actual  historical  occurrences  and 
dates,  so  that  I  believe  I  have  the  correct  lineage 
of  Our  Folks.  I  know  I  have  the  names  right, 
and  the  dates  approximate. 

I  have  endeavored  to  arrange  the  data  so  that 
other  branches  of  the  family  might  take  this 
record  and  add  theirs  to  it,  and  thus  finally,  all 
together,  make  something  nearly  complete.

OUR  FOREFATHERS 


WITH  the  Quakers,  who  came  to  Georgia  and  settled  at 
Wrightsboro,  near  Augusta  (and  now  in  McDuffie 
County),  came  ten  or  twelve  men  of  the  Davis  name  and 
blood.  These  men  dispersed,  gradually,  all  over  the 
South  and  Southwest. 

Among  them  was  Abraham  Davis  who,  according  to 
family  tradition,  was  the  father  of  Abram  Davis,  who  was 
the  grandfather  of  my  father,  and  for  whom  my  father 
was  named. 

He  was  said  to  have  been  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War;  however,  I  find  no  mention  of  his  service  in 
the  Georgia  records.  But  since  there  is  mention  of  an 
Abraham  Davis  from  Montgomery  County,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  and  as  the  Davis’s  were  said  to  come  from  that  State; 
and  as  the  Quakers,  we  know,  came  from  there;  and  as 
my  grandfather  told  me  his  people  came  from  Mont¬ 
gomery  County;  and  last,  as  there  was  no  County  of  that 
name  in  Georgia  at  that  time,  the  conclusion  is  that  this 
family  is  all  of  the  same  man.  This  man’s  son,  Abram 
Davis,  married  a  Miss  Ashley  and  was  the  father  of 
several  children,  among  whom  were  David  L.  Davis, 
Joseph  Davis,  and  Gardner  Lemuel  Davis,  my  grand¬ 
father. 


Abram  Davis,  our  Great-grandfather,  died  in  1825,  ’26, 
or  ’27,  when  my  Grandfather  was  a  little  boy.  His  widow 
then  married  again  and  his  children  all  left  home.  David 
L.  Davis  went  to  Talbot  County,  Ga.,  and  later,  about 
1835,  went  to  Texas,  where  he  became  wealthy  in  the 
cattle  business. 

Gardner  Lemuel  Davis  went  to  live  with  his  brother, 
David,  in  Talbot  County  and  stayed  there  until  his  brother 
moved  to  Texas,  then  he  went  to  Monroe  County,  Georgia. 
And  after  going  with  the  Monroe  Musketeers  to  the  In¬ 
dian  War  in  Florida  in  1835-6,  was  married  in  1837  or 
’38.  Joseph  Davis  and  the  others  went  to  Alabama,  and 
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when  he  visited  us  in  1880,  ’1,  ’2  or  ’8,  told  us  that  Ala¬ 
bama  was  full  of  Davis  kinsfolk. 

In  person,  this  Joseph  Davis  resembled  Ex-President 
Jefferson  Davis  so  much,  it  was  a  matter  of  comment. 
He  said  his  father  and  the  father  of  Jefferson  Davis  were 
own  cousins. 

My  Grandfather,  Gardner  Lemuel  Davis,  also  was  a 
Veteran  of  the  Mexican  War,  and  as  an  old  man  served 
with  the  militia  around  Atlanta  near  the  dose  of  the 
War  Between  the  States. 


My  mother’s  father’s  father  was  Simon  Parker,  who 
came  from  Virginia,  where  he  married  Elizabeth  (Bet¬ 
sey)  Mosely,  and  where  some  of  his  children  were  born, 
among  them  my  grandfather,  John  Brantlv  Parker.  From 
Virginia  they  went  to  North  Carolina  and  stayed  until 
after  the  great  drought  of  1815  or  ’16,  and  in  ISIS  or  ’19 
came  to  Georgia  and  stopped  in  Jefferson  County,  Geor¬ 
gia.  In  a  year  or  so,  he  then  came  to  Monroe  County, 
Georgia,  near  what  is  now  called  Blackstone’s  Bridge. 
In  1822  he  bought  what  is  now  called  the  old  Parker 
home  on  Tobeesofkee  Creek,  Warrior  District,  Bibb 
County,  Georgia,  now  owned  by  his  grandson,  Simon 
Samuel  Alonza  Parker.  This  home  has  been  continuously 
in  possession  of  the  Parkers  since  1822. 

Coming  to  Georgia  with  Simon  Parker  were  several 
brothers,  and  a  sister  or  two,  I  think.  The  brothers  were  : 

William  Parker,  a  Methodist  Preacher,  who  lived  and 
died  in  Jefferson  County,  Georgia. 

Kinchen  Parker,  who  came  to  Monroe  County,  Georgia, 
with  him,  but  who  afterwards  went  to  Twiggs  County, 
Georgia,  or  to  Wilkinson  County,  Georgia. 

Knight  Parker,  and  one  who  went  to  Screven  County 
and  another  who  went  to  North  Georgia.  There  was  also 
a  step-brother  named  Henry  Christopher,  which  name 
(H.  C.)  still  prevails  throughout  the  family. 
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The  children  of  Simon  and  Elizabeth  Moscly  Parker 
were : 

John  Brantly  Parker,  and  Jackson  Parker  of  Eibl; 
County,  Georgia; 

Eliza  Parker  Worsham,  Chattooga  County,  •  Georgia ; 
Sadie  Parker  Brown,  Bibb  Count}",  Georgia; 

Caroline  Parker  Dennis,  Bibb  County,  Georgia; 

Artec  Parker  Hater,  Houston  County,  Georgia; 
Emeline  Parker  Brown,  Bibb  County,  Georgia; 
Elizabeth  Parker  Hoy,  Crawford  County,  Georgia ;  and 
A  little  daughter,  who  died  early. 


Late  in  life,  long  after  his  Moscly  wife  died,  Simon 
Parker  married  Rachel  Dannclly  Chambless,  the  widow 
of  Henry  Chambless,  my  paternal  great-grandfather. 
Simon  Parker  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Baptis 
Church  at  Mt.  Paran,  in  Crawford  County,  Georgia,  in 
182$b  Later,  he  was  ordained  a  deacon  there,  and  still 
later  was  made  an  Elder  (Preacher)  in  this  Church, 
serving  this  congregation,  and  others,  a  long  time. 


I  am  convinced  that  all  the  Parkers  in  Georgia  who 
came  here  previous  to  1830,  are  descendants  of  some  of 
these  people. 


THE  CHAMBLESS  FAMILY 

Christopher  Chambless,  born  in  Rockingham  County, 
Virginia,  April  4,  1746,  died  in  Warren  County,  Georgia, 
in  1S42  or  ’43.  He  was  married  to  Mary  Taylor,  a  cousin 
of  Ex-President  Zachary  Taylor,  who  was  born  in  Orange 
County,  Virginia.  Christopher  Chambless  was  a  soldier 
from  Virginia,  in  General  Nathaniel  Greene’s  command, 
during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  children  of  Christopher  and  Mary  Taylor  Cham¬ 
bless  were : 
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Mary  Louvicy  Chambless,  born  1792;  died  1857.  She 
married  Thomas  George  Jordan  in  18  M,  and  some  of 
their  Jordan  descendants  are  new  living  in  Talbot  County, 
Georgia ; 

Henry  Chambless,  my  father’s  mother’s  father,  who 
married  Rachel  Dannelly,  and  was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Macon.  Georgia. 

Samuel  Chambless,  my  mother’s  mother’s  father,  who 
married  Jane  Dannelly,  and  who  lived  and  died  in  Bibb 
County,  Georgia. 

And  Jeptha  Chambless,  father  of  Edmund  Chambless, 
Monroe  County,  Georgia. 


Henry  Chambless,  born  in  Virginia,  died  in  Monroe 
County,  Georgia.  He  was  married  to  Rachel  Dannelly 
Oct.  12,  1809,  in  Virginia.  He  came  to  North  Carolina 
with  all  the  rest  of  the  kin,  and  after  the  great  drought 
in  Western  North  Carolina  about  1815  or  ’16,  came  on  to 
Georgia  and  settled  a  year  or  so  in  Jefferson  County — 
adjoining  Warren  County.  Leaving  Jefferson  County, 
Henry  Chambless  came  to  Macon,  Bibb  County,  and  was 
one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Macon.  In  1826,  ’27  or  ’28, 
his  brother-in-law  (or  wife’s  cousin)  William  J.  Dannelly, 
was  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Macon,  and  was  Captain 
of  the  Macon  Volunteers  the  same  year.  Later,  Henry 
Chambless  moved  from  Macon  to  Monroe  County,  where 
he  died.  His  widow,  Rachel,  then  married  Simon  Parker, 
my  Great-grandfather,  in  their  old  age. 

The  children  of  Henry  and  Rachel  Dannelly  Chambless 
were : 

Lawson  Greene  Chambless,  born  August  24,  1810,  in 
Virginia;  died  in  Monroe  County,  Georgia.  He  married 
twice  and  left  a  large  family  of  children; 

Jane  Chambless,  born  May  22,  1812,  married  Perry 
Neel,  and  died  in  Bibb  County,  Georgia,  leaving  large 
family  of  children. 

Mary  Chambless  (my  Grandmother),  born  Feb.  1, 
1814,  married  Gardner  Lemuel  Davis;  died  in  Crawford 
County,  Georgia,  Feb.  27,  18S7. 
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Christopher  Chambless,  born 
22,  1822.

Andrew  D.  Cham  bless,  born  July  4,  1822;  died  in 
Stewart  County,  Georgia.  lie  was  married  twice  and  left 
a  large  family. 

William  H.  Chambless,  born  Oct.  4,  1S27  ;  died  in  Texas 
in  1885.  He  married  Martha  Dye,  sister  of  John  Dye,  who 
married  Sara  Ann  Chambless,  sister  of  William  II. 
Chambless.  He  left  a  large  family  in  Texas. 


Joseph  B.  Chambless,  born  Jan.  6,  1827;  married  Ade¬ 
line  Hobbs,  and  left  a  large  family  in  Meriwether  County, 
Georgia. 


John  T.  Chambless,  born  March  14,  1820;  lived  in 
Monroe  County,  married  a  Miss  Middlebrooks,  who  died 
leaving  a  son,  James  Chambless.  John  T.  Chambless 
married  a  second  time,  a  Miss  Middlebrooks,  who  died 
leaving  a  daughter,  Lizzie.  He  then  moved  to  Meri¬ 
wether  County  and  married  a  third  time,  leaving  several 
children  in  Meriwether  County. 

Sara  Ann  Chambless,  born  May  30,  1832;  married  John 
Pye,  Talbot  County,  Georgia.  She  lived  and  died  in  Tal¬ 
bot,  leaving  six  children,  only  two  of  whom  are  now 
living.  These  are: 


Mrs.  Johnnie  WoodalJ,  Woodland,  Georgia,  and 
Mrs.  Jennie  Smith,  Woodland,  Georgia. 

And  to  Mrs.  Johnnie  Woodall,  I  am  indebted  for  some 
of  the  most  important  data  in  this  manuscript. 


My  mother’s  mother’s  father  was  Samuel  Chambless,  a 
brother  of  Henry  Chambless,  and  his  wife  was  Jane  Dan- 
nelly,  born  March  8,  17^2;  died  Oct.  15.  1867.  Jane  was  J  * 
a  sister  of  Rachel  Danncllv,  wife  of  Henry  Chambless,  so 
two  of  my  great-gandfathers  were  brothers,  and  their 
wives  were  sisters,  making  my  two  grandmothers  double 
first-cousins. 
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Samuel  and  Jane  Cham  bless  were  married  Nov.  JO, 
1814.  The  children  were: 

Jane  Cham  hi  css  Jones,  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

Mary  (Polly)  died  a  baby. 

Eliza  Chamblcss  Parker,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 

Mary  (Polly)  Chamblcss  Raley,  Bibb  County,  and 
named  for  her  dead  sister. 

Radi  cl  Chamblcss  Russell,  Decatur  County,  Georgia. 
Rebecca  Chamblcss  Erwin,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 
Frances  Chambiess  Vansant,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 
Lucinda  Chambiess  Waldron,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 
Sara  Chamblcss  Cal  a  way,  Bibb  County,  Georgia;  and 
Angelina  Chambiess,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 


All  these  families,  except  the  Davis  family,  came  to 
Georgia  in  1818-19,  just  after  the  great  drought  in  West¬ 
ern  North  Carolina,  and  settled  in  Jefferson  County, 
Georgia.  From  there,  they  dispersed  all  over  Georgia. 
The  Danncllys  were  in  the  same  colony  and  were  closely 
related  to  W.  J.  Dannelly,  Intendant  of  Macon  in  1830, 
also  Captain  of  Macon  Volunteers  the  same  year. 

The  family  graveyards  are  on  the  old  Parker  lands 
now  owned  by  Simon  Samuel  Alonza  Parker,  and  are 
devotedly  cared  for  by  him.  My  parents,  grandparents, 
great-grandparents  and  many  of  their  descendants  are 
sleeping  in  the  Parker  Cemeter.v,  near  the  old  Parker 
home.  The  Chambiess  plot  lies  across  the  lands  in 
another  section,  though  near  by.  Both  are  very  inter¬ 
esting. 


MY  GRANDPARENTS 

On  his  return  from  the  Seminole  War  in  Florida,  Gard¬ 
ner  Lemuel  Davis,  born  Feb.  5,  1817;  died  May  2,  1891; 
was  married  to  Mary  (Polly)  Chambiess  who  was  born 
Feb.  3,  1814,  and  died  Feb.  27,  1887.  This  marriage 
occurred  about  1837,  and  the  following  children  came: 
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Mary  Jane  Davis,  born  Sepf.  2, 
1887.  and  who  married  William 
County.  Georgia.

Rachel  Sophronia  Davis,  born  July  16,  184  0;  died

8,  1885,  and  who  married  Ann  Eliza  Brown  of  Monroe 
County,  Georgia. 


Sara  31.  Davis,  born  Dec.  7,  1849;  died  May  1,  1899, 
and  who  married  James  E.  Hicks  of  Crawford  County, 
Georgia. 


About  the  same  time  Gardner  L.  Davis  and  Mary  (Pol¬ 
ly)  Chambless  were  married,  John  Brantley  Parker,  born 
March  3.  1S11,  died  Sept.  23,  1883;  was  married  to  Eliza 
Chambless,  born  April  5,  1819,  and  died  Sept.  30,  1898.  ? 
Of  that  union  the  following  children  were  born  : 

William  Jackson  Parker,  born  Dec.  17,  1841;  died  Jan. 
15,  1920;  married  Narcissa  Neel,  of  Bibb  County,  Geor¬ 
gia.  After  her  death  he  married  Mrs.  Mattie  Neel,  the 
widow  of  his  brother-in-law,  Flavius  Neel. 

Georgia  Virginia  Parker,  born  Feb.  12,  1843;  died  Oct. 
15,  1865,  who  married  Henry  B.  Calaway,  of  Bibb  County, 
Georgia. 

John  Andrew  Parker  (for  whom  I  was  named),  born 
March  28.  1845;  died  July  6,  1864,  in  Virginia,  with  the 
Confederate  Armjg  He  died  of  typhoid  fever,  in  the 
hospital  at  Richmond,  and  was  buried  there,  in  Hollywood 
Cemetery. 

Mary  Jane  Elizabeth  Parker,  born  March  29,  1S47; 
died  Oct.  16,  1909;  was  married  to  Abram  Josephus 
Davis  of  Bibb  County,  Georgia,  who  was  reared  in  Mon¬ 
roe  County  a  net-  came  to  Bibb  a  year  or  two  before  his 
marriage. 
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June  6,  1005;  married  Sallie  Mosely  of  Bibb  County, 
Georgia. 

Thomas  Jackson  Parker,  born  March  G,  .1854;  died 
Dec.  14,  1900;  married  Ella  Jordan,  and  after  her  death 
married  Sallie  Chamblcss  of  Monroe  County,  Georgia. 

Simon  Samuel  Alonza  Parker,  born  June  20,  1859; 
still  living;  was  married  first  to  Anna  Brown  Calaway; 
after  her  death  to  Fannie  Brown,  and  after  her  death  to 
Leola  Brown,  all  of  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 

Henry  Christopher  Parker,  born  Nov..  29,  1861;  still 
living;  married  to  Laura  Reese,  Bibb  County,  Georgia. 


Of  the  children  of  my  grandparents,  all  that  were  old 
enough  were  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  Army. 

My  father  ran  away  from  home  to  join  Ross’s  Volun¬ 
teers.  State  troops  near  Savannah,  Ga.  At  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  enlistment  for  six  months,  he  went  with 
his  brother,  Henry  Gardner  Davis,  to  Virginia  and  joined 
the  14th  Georgia  Regiment,  Company  A.  He  was  with 
that  command  until  shot  and  captured  at  Petersburg, 
then  held  guarded  by  negro  troops  until  August,  1865, 
when  he  was  paroled  and  sent  nome.  He  was  wounded 
three  times,  once  in  the  left  hip  (at  cither  Gettysburg  or 
Fredericksburg),  was  slapped  on  the  knee  with  a  piece 
of  spent  shell  at  The  Wilderness,  and  was  shot  down  at 
Petersburg  with  a  Minnie  ball  lodged  in  his  left  hip,  and 
which  he  carried  to  his  grave. 

Henry  Gardner  Davis  served  with  his  command  until 
the  end  of  the  war.  He  was  only  sixteen  years  old 
when  he  joined  the  army.  My  father  drew  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  drummer,-  and  gave  it  to  his  young  brother,  as 
he  had  promised  his  mother  to  care  for  him.  William 
Jackson  Parker  was  throughout  the  war  with  Company 
D,  Captain  Cicero  Tharpe,  30th  Georgia  Regiment,  until 
wounded  at  Cold  Harbor  and  sent  home  an  invalid.  He 
was  on  crutches  for  years  after  the  war. 

His  brother,  John  Andrew,  my  namesake,  went  to  the 
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same  command  as  a  recruit,  early  in  1864,  but  soon  be¬ 
came  ill  of  typhoid  fever  and  dysentery,  and  died  July  6, 
before  he  had  been  in  a  single  battle.  Just  before  his 
death  his  brother,  William,  was  wounded  and  placed 
on  the  cot  beside  him,  so  he  could  keep  the  flies  away. 

All  the  husbands  of  my  married  Aunts  were  in  the  war 
and  did  their  bit  toward  making  that  glory  which  is  the 
common  heritage  of  all  children  of  the  Confederacy. 


OUR  PARENTS 

On  Sunday  morning,  Sept.  1,  1867,  Rev.  Sam  B.  Burnett 
officiating,  Abram  Josephus  Davis  and  Mary  Jane  Eliza¬ 
beth  Parker  were  married.  And  may  God  bless  their 
memory ! 

This  union  gave  to  the  world  the  following  children: 

Gardner  Lemuel  Davis,  born  Aug.  6,  1868;  died  Dec. 
16,  1914;  was  married  April  30,  1907,  to  Ethel  Kate  Abel. 
Their  children  were: 

Martha  Abel  Davis,  born  Feb.  5,  1908,  and  Lemuel 
Annie  Elizabeth  Davis,  born  Feb.  15,  1914. 

John  Andrew  Davis,  born  Jan.  25,  1871,  married  Willie 
Newton  McGraw  Bishop,  Feb.  23,  1898.  Willie  died 
Aug.  21,  1907,  leaving  a  son,  Abram  James  Davis,  born 
Aug.  10,  1906.  He  then  married  her  only  sister,  Esther 
Pauline  Bishop,  Dec.  10,  1907.  This  son,  “Abe”  (so  call¬ 
ed  after  his  grandfather  Davis,  and  Abe  V  down  the 
line),  was  graduated  from  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
University  of  Georgia,  June  3,  1929.

April  10,  1898,  to  Sara  Ardella  Richter.  The  following 
children  came:
